To the 
writer it appears that the signifi- 
cance of certain features of the 
ordinance have either been over 
looked ‘or have not been suffi 
ciently appreciated or empha- 
most of its critics, and 
have been misseu alto- 
gether by those of its advocates 
who honestly believe the meas- 
ure to be a good one from the 
standpoint of the public. It is 
not surprising that the general 
public should be somewhat at

It is now a generally accepted 
principle that\a public utility 
corporation shuld be allowed 
only a certain limited rate of 
profit on its satlea’ investmenge, 
this being in distintion from the 
allowable profit froyi private 
terprise, which appears to be un 
limited. This rate 
crease with tine securit 
investment i‘nder proper co! 
ditions as to capitalization and 
to franchise provisions this 
security of investment in a large 
and growing citv should be al- 
most absolute, and the. allowa- 
ble rate of return should be 
correspond. Applying 
this rnodern principle to the case 
of the United Railways Co., it 
must be assumed that there isa 
certain valuation repregenting 
the actual investment of the 
company upon which the com- 
pany is entitled to a certain rate 
of return, and that any return 
above this amount is an excess 
to which it is not entitled.

Traffic counts made 
by one of the city departments 
show that on an average day of 
1917, during the hour from 5 p.

business district. The average 
seating capacity of the motor 
cars is about 53 and that of the 
trailer cars is 68. The orders of 
the State Public Service Commis- 
sion require that during this part 
of the day the company furnish 
76 seats to every 100 passengers. 
The company claims that it is 
complying with these orders. In- 
sofar as I know no one outside of 
the company has done anything 
to verify this claim. In the ab- 
sence of evidence to the con- 
trary we will assume that out of 
each one hundred passengers 
leaving the business district dur- 
ing the hour between 5 p. m. and 
6 p. m., 76 are seated and 24 are 
standing.

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capi italization above the com- 
pany’s true investment would 
furnish seats to one-half of the 
standing passengers leaving the 
business district between 5 p. m. 
and 6 p. m. on an average day of 
1917, and the interest charges on 
$10,000,000 of excess capitaliza- 
tion would furnish seats to all of 
them. As previously pointed out, 
this inc service would be 
relatively “‘expensive;’’ but that 
fact has no bearing on the ques- 
discussed. As to the 
practicability of operating these 
additional trailer cars, counts re- 
cently made by one of the city 
departments showed that during 
the hour between 5 p.m. and 6 
Pp m. the average percentage of 
motor cars leaving the business 
district drawing trailer cars was 
about 8 per cent, or one in 12. 
This proportion varied on the 
different lines from one in four 
to none. This shows that there 
is plenty of room for additional 
trailer cars. Street congestion 
would, of course, be somewhat 
increased by the running of ad- 
tlitional trailer cars, but not 
nearly as much ag it would be 
increased by running the same 
number of additional motor cars. 
The above figures show clearly 
the relationship between excess 
capitalization and. service. Now, 
as to its relationship to new 
extensions. Under proper condi- 
tions the company should be 
aple to borrow money for new 
extensions at 5 per cent. The re- 
turn to the comnanyv on $5,000,- 
000 of excess capitalization at 6 
per cent would be $300,000 per 
year. This would pay the inter- 
est on $6,000,000 of new capital 
borrowed for extensions. A lib- 
eral allowance for the cost of a 
mile of double track in city 
streets is $80,000; then 75 miles 
of double track would cost $6,- 
000,000. Therefore, the interest 
on $5,000,000 of excess capitali- 
zation would pay for the cost of 
75 miles of double track exten- 
sions without equipment. In 
other words, this excess could be 
applied toward the building of 
75 miles of double track into 
territory developed only suffi- 
ently to pay the cost of opera- 
tion and interest on equipment, 
or about forty miles into terrIl- 
tory now quite undeveloped. 
Having shown the relationship 
between capitalization and serv- 
ice, I will offer a brief analysis 
of revised ordinance No. 2 as to 
its provisions affecting service 
and present and future capitali- 
zation. In section 22 the initial 
capital value is fixed at $60,000,- 
000. This valuation is not based 
upon a properly made inventory 
of the company’s property, but 
is purely a guess. A valuation 
made by the St. Louis Public 
Service Commission in 1912, only 
five years ago, found the com- 
pany’s investment to be worth 
about $37,000,000, or $23,000,000 
less than the valuation written 
into this ordinance. Those re- 
sponsible for the present valua- 
tion claim to have used the por- 
tion of this former valuation 
which pertains to the physical 
property of the company as a 
basis for this figures; yet they 
add 62 per cent to that valua- 
tion. This guess may be a good 
one or it may bea bad one; but 
in a matter of such great im- 
portance and involving such vast 
amounts of money, it is astound- 
ing that any kind of a guess 
should receive consideration at 
the hands of men of affairs.

value shall be added from time 
to time * * * such portions of 
the cost of all additions, exten- 
sions, and improvements * * * 
as may be certified by said 
Board of Control as properly 
chargeable to capital value.” 
Sections 19 and 11 provide that 
the Board of Control] may re- 
quire the company to make im- 
to its properties and 
to make additions, “‘such as ad- 
ditional tracks, buildings, equip- 
ment, cars and other facilities,” 
and that the cost of such 
provements or additions shall be 
added to capital value. Section 
13 provides that the Board of 
Control may require the com- 
pany to build extensions under 
certain conditions, the cost to be 
added to capital value. 

In rione of these sections nor in 
any other section relating to ad- 
ditions to capital value is any 
specific definition given as to 
what is meant by the term 
“properly chargeable to capital 
value.” Insofar as tne provisions 
of this ordinance go, there is 
nothing to prevent the Board of 
Control from certifying as addi- 
tions to capital value practically 
all of the company’s expendi- 
tures on plant and equipment, 
including large items which real- 
ly should be charged to mainten- 
ance renewals and depreciation. 
There is absolutely nothing in 
the ordinance providing that ad- 
ditions to capital value shail re- 
present only new capital actually 
brought in by the company from 
outside sources and invested in 
the porperty. So far as the pro- 
visions of this ordinance go ad- 
ditions to capital value may be 
paid for from operating revenue, 
that is, from money supplied by 
the public instead of by the com- 
pany. The company would re- 
ceive its 6 per cent on an invest- 
ment properly belonging to the 
public. This means that money 
may be diverted from the sup- 
plying of service or from any 
survlus in which the city might 
share to the boosting of the 
company’s capital value, upon 
which the company would re- 
ceive its 6 per cent, and for 
which the city must pay, if it 
ever exercises its privilege of 

taking over the property. 

As to deductions from capital 
value, a careful study of section 
9, which deals with this matter, 
and of the other sections of the 
ordinance, will show that there 
is absolutely nothing compul- 
sory as to the deduction from 
captial value of the value of 
equipment, plant or other prop- 
erty which has been worn out, 
used up, destroyed or aban- 
doned. The only previsions are 
that when the Board of Control 
takes cognizance of the fact 
that tracks or other property 
should be removed, sold or dis- 
nosed of. the Board may order 
the disposal of such property 
and deduct its value from capi- 
tal value. 

In short,

an examination of 
the ordinance will show that 
there is no limitation tsa the 
amourt to which capital value 
may grow and that there is no 
adequate assurance that capital 
value as defined in the ordi- 
nance and the purchase price to 
the city will not far outstrip the 
growth of the real value of the 
pronerty. And it will further 
show that there is no assur- 
ance that increases in capital 
value will not be partially de- 
rived from contributions. made 
oy the public instead of entire- 
ly from actual investments 


made by the company. 

Now, as to the provisions of 
the ordinance directly affecting 
service: An examination of sec- 


tions 7 and 8, relating to the 
powers and duties of the board 
of control, and of al] other sec- 
tions of the ordinance, will show 
that the city is given absolutely 
no voice in the regulation of 
gervice. The only powers con- 
ferred on the board of control 
are that it may require the coni- 
pany under certain conditions to 
build extensions or to make ad- 
ditions or improvements to its 
physical property and that it 
may certify to changes in capi- 
tal value. In matters of service 
or methods of operation it is 
given no authority whatsoever; 
nor is it given any contro! over 
the expenditures, borrowing, 
contracts or other financial op- 
erations of the company. Appar- 
ently it was the idea of the fram- 
ers of this ordinance that the 
regulation of service rests, un- 
der the law, with the State Pub- 
lic Service Commission. That is 
very true; but there is absolute- 
ly nothing in the law to prevent 
the city from entering into a 
contract with the company pro- 
viding that certain specitied au- 
thorities shail have control over 
the company's service and af- 
fairs to the extent that such “con- 
tro! does not conflict with the 
orders of the State Public Serv- 
ice Commission. In this respect, 
and only’ in this respect, ordi- 
nance No. 1, which was rejected 
by the aldermanic committee, 
was preferable to the ordinance

beine discussed. It provided for 
control of service by the Board 
of Control. However, it had all 
of the faults of the latter ordi- 
nance as to capitalization and 
unlimited growth of capitaliza- 
tion, and many other faults 
which it is useless to discuss 
here. But its principal fault was 
this: that while it purported to 
be an ordinance drawn along 
lines of modern thought in fran- 
chise framing, it was actually so 
carelessly and inexpertly con- 
structed that the contravention 
of its ostensible purposes would 
have been an absolute certainty. 
Superficiality was :ts distinctive 
characteristic. 

Another matter which may 
have considerable bearing upon 
both future capitalization and 
service is the constitution of the 
board of control as provided for 
in the pending ordinance. The 
ordinance says, in section 7, that 
the city’s representative on the 
board of control shall be the Di- 
rector of Public Utilities or his 
authorized. representative. 
Later on this section says that 
“the appointment of the city’s 
member on said board shall be 
subject to the approval of the 
Board of Aldermen, and the city 
may at any time remove its 
member on said board of control 
and appoint a successo~.” Now, 
if the Director of Public Utill- 
ties is to be the city’s represen- 
tative on the board, as provid- 

d, how can the appointment be 
approved by the Board of Al- 
dermen, which has no power of 
approval over the appointment 


of the Director of Public Utili- 
ties? As to the appointment of 
the Director of Public Utilities 
on this board of control, would 
it not result in giving a strong 
political ‘flavor to the future re- 
lations between the city and the 
company? Would it not nec- 
essarily bring the company with 
both feet into the arena of mu- 
nicipal politics? The man hold- 
ing the important position of 
the city’s representative on such 
a board should be a man of 


great ability and of ample ex- 
perience. Is there any assur- 
ance under this ordinance that 
this place would always be filled 
by such a man? It should be 
possible to draw upon the best 
ability in the country for the 
filling of this important post, 
whether from inside the city or 
from elsewhere, and it should 
not be possible to turn it into 
just one more political job. The 
solution which the writer wishes 
to suggest is that the city’s rep- 
resentative in the control of trac- 
tion matters be appointed from 
time to time by a board of nom- 
ination created for the purpose 
and consisting of five members 
appointed for specified terms 
by different authorities, such as 
the State Public Service Com- 
mission, the Mayor, the Board 
of Aldermen, the Circuit Court, 
etc. The terms of the individ- 
ual members would expire in 
rotation from year to year, and 
the diversity of the sources of 
their appointments would pre- 
vent any political machine from 
getting control. The only func- 


tion of this board of nomina- 
tion would be to appoint or re- 
move the city’s traction super- 
visor, and it would serve with- 
out pay. 

Other provisions of this ordi- 
nance are open to criticism; 
but the writer will not deal with 
them here. Not wishing to be 
among those who criticise only, 
without offerirg any sugges- 
tions for a solution, the writer 
wishes to suggest the following 
plan. It is evident that if the 
pending ordinance is passed by 
the Board of Aldermen a great 
deal of dissatisfaction will re- 
sult. The city would probably 
be put to the expense of a refer- 
endum election If the ordi- 
nance were defeated in the elec- 
tion we would be left just where 
we are today. I wish to sug- 
gest that the various organiza- 
tions which have taken an in- 
terest in this matter appoint 
representatives to a conference, 
which conference would decide 
upon the basic principles of an 
acceptable plan of settlement 
and would then appoint a sub- 
committee tc draw up an ordi- 
nance based upon these princi- 
ples. The Board of Aldermen 
would be asked to defer action 
on the pending ordinance until 
this conference had arrived at 
some conclusion. Any plan of 
settlement involving a valuation 
of the company's investment 
should provide for a proper in- 
ventory by competent experts, 
and I would suggest that this 
valuation be made by a commis- 
sion consisting of one member 


appointed by the city, one mem-<- 
ber appointed by the company, 
and one member appointed by 
the Missouri State Public Serv- 
ice Commission, the city and the 
company each to pay for the 
employment of their respective 
members and to divide equally 
all other expenses of the valua- 
tion.

There was no milk for the baby, no food 
for the children or parents.

Believing that the city offered opportuni- 
ties and good wages, they had come to St. 
Louis. They did not prosper. The man 
was too ill to work. The mother gave 
birth to the baby and was too weak to 
rally. 

WHAT WAS DONE 

The immediate need was milk for the 
baby, nourishing food for all and living 
@xpenses. The visitor supplied these at 
once. If nothing more had been done, the 
family would unquestionably have re- 
mained dependent. More was done. As 
soon as the mother was well enough, she 
and the children were removed to the 
Provident’s Summer camp for sick women 
andchildren. The father was taken tothe 
hospital. He was pronounced not tuber- 
cular, but predisposed. He remained for 
several weeks and then left wonderfully 
improved. A job was secured for him in 
a near-by city. After a time the mother 
and children returned, greatly benefited 
by their rest, and a house was secured in 
the city where the father worked. The 
rent was paid for them and the moving 
expenses guaranteed. 


THE RESULT 


The father is earning $80 a month, the 
family is self-supporting and happy. The 
man’s own words are ‘‘The most helpful 
relicf was the ever-guiding and encourag- 
ing counsel of the Provident Associa- 
tion.’’ He has just paid back at his own 
initiative $5 on the rent advanced, and in- 
tends to repay all the rent and moving 


expenses.

' wrecked in 1847 off the Jersey shore. |

great loss of life ke@med inevitable. 
Francis rushed to the scene, got u 
line to thé ship and started his boat 
upon its first emergency test. Ho 
saved 201 lives by this method, many 
of which must have been lost other- 
wise, for the sea was so rough that 
no ordinary boat could have ever 
reached land from the wreck. 

In recognition of his skill and 
bravery, Congress presented Francis 
with the largest gold medal ever 
| given by that body. It was made of 
| pure gold, two-thirds of an ineh 
' thick, and was of about the same size 
as a tea plate. The boat devised by 
‘Francis might still be in use were 
it not for the breeches buoy. Be- 
cause of the boat's size, weight and 
general clumsiness it was difficult 
to handle. But it was none the less 
tractical and paved the way for the 
/ breeches buoy, operated on the same 
rrinciple. By this means many lives 
are saved every year.
